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House Passes Car Tax Refund 


State Representative for the 22nd 
District, Raymond Basham (D-—Taylor), 
voted YES as the House passed legis- 
lation that would refund $1.2 billion to 
Michigan auto-insurance policyholders. 

Basham was pleased thatthe legis- 
lation would put an average of $180 per 
car directly into the pockets of automo- 
bile owners. 

"Car owners need insurance relief, 
and this is the simplest, fairest, most 
straightforward plan to make up for be- 
ing overcharged,” he said. 

The House Democrats’ Car Tax 
Refund legislation came about as a 
result of a $2.5-billion surplus in the 


Michigan Catastrophic Claims Associa- 
tion (MCCA) fund. The fund is financed 
by mandatory fees — car taxes — paid by 
all auto owners on their insurance bills. 
The surplus has continued to grow de- 
spite insurance-industry efforts to re- 
duce — but not eliminate — the manda- 
tory MCCA assessment. 

"A direct cash refundis the only way 
to actually put money back in car own- 
ers' wallets," said Basham. "House 
Democrats proposed this plan in Janu- 
ary as part of our agenda because we 
are committed to giving Michigan driv- 
ers realinsurance relief, and that’s what 
we did today.”

Plan 150 Noise Mitigation Meeting 
Provides Interesting New Developments

The regularly scheduled meeting of 
the local Metro Airport Noise Summit 
took place at the Krzyske Community 
Center in Waltz, Michigan, recently. The 
usual invitees were asked to attend the 
meeting: CongresswomanLynn Rivers, 
senator Loren Bennett, State Repre- 
sentative George Mans, members of 
the Romulus City Council and Adminis- 
tration, and members of the Huron Town- 
ship Board of Trustees and Administra- 
tors, as well as myself. 

In addition to these elected offi- 
cials, Colleen Pobur, the new Noise 
Czarina from Metro Airport, was invited, 
as she has been in the past. Ms. Pobur 
was expected to come to answer ques- 
tions and provide an update on the 
sound insulation program. 

Unlike previous meetings of the 
Summit, this meeting had a much 
smaller collection of electeds actually in 
attendance. While there were staff per- 
sons from both Congresswoman Riv- 
ers’ office and my office (| was sidelined 
with the flu, and unable to attend in 
person), no one came on behalf of 
Representative Mans, and no explana- 
tion was forthcoming. 

However, the meeting proceeded 
in a very informative and well-orga- 
nized fashion. This was apparently due 
to the fact that Senator Bennett did 
attend; and so, too, did Mr. Isiah Odom, 
Mrs. Colleen Modzewlewski, and Mr. 
David Glaab, all members of my citizen- 
based Noise Abatement Task Force 
steering committee. In fact, | tapped Mr. 
Glaab, an experienced attorney, to fillin 

for me at the meeting. 

Inhis role as "Commissioner surro- 
gate," Mr. Glaab was able to elicit some 





interesting responses from Ms. Pobur 
and the new Director of Wayne County 
Airports, Mr. David Katz, who also was 
in attendance. 

Especially interesting was the con- 
firmation by Ms. Pobur, in response to 
Mr. Glaab's questioning, that the Noise 
Mitigation/Sound Insulation program 
was "in shambles” when she (Pobur) 
firsttook over from Sean Brosnan in mid 
1997, and that she had hadto work very 
hard just to get the program operational 
after so many months. (Remember, | 
have been consistently complaining 
about the program's failings.) 

Further, Mr. Glaab's inquiries deter- 
mined that neither Ms. Pobur nor Mr. 
Katz was even aware of my Budget 
Instruction proposal AAA. Recall that 
Instruction AAA was "torpedoed" last 
fallby Commissioner Ed Boike (D—Tay- 
lor), who apparently has been clandes- 
tinely and surreptitiously trying to get 
more attention paid to the City of Taylor, 
where he lives, and not as much to 
Huron Township and Romulus. Instruc- 
tion AAA would require a greatly accel- 
erated expenditure rate of Noise Mitiga- 
tion dollars by the County to address 
citizen complaints about aircraft noise. 

Due to their lack of present knowl- 
edge of this important initiative, Mr. 
Glaab, in return for letting them off the 
hook for the moment, secured their 
promise to consider the idea carefully 
and report back at the next meeting as 
to whether they would endorse the con- 
cept in order to help the people. 

Later, following Ms. Pobur's pre- 
sentation to the audience, Mr. Katz was 
asked by Mr. Glaab about whether or 
not the McNamara Administration was 
willing to support Senator Bennett's bill 
no. 832, which would free up approxi- 
mately $12 million a year for locally 
controlled, not County controlled, miti- 
gationrelief. Katz emphatically declared: 
"NO! The McNamara Administration is 
opposed to Bennett's bill and to permit- 
ting the people to have direct access to 
and local control over funds for relief." 
No one inattendance seemed surprised, 
but everyone was disappointed. 

While Ms. Pobur asserted, during 
the question-and-answer period of the 
Summit, that nighttime curfews can no 
longer be legally imposed, Mr. Glaab 
and Mr. Odomsuggested that, certainly, 
"head-to-head" operations could be 
eliminated, thus sparing the residents 
both departures and arrivals during 
sleeping hours. Ms. Pobur and Director 
Katz seemed unmoved. 

Finally, after making repeated

claims as to how happy several people 
were with their newly insulated homes, 
Ms. Poburwas confronted by Ms. Cindy 
Conley from New Boston. During the 
confrontation, it was established that 
the Conleys' home was currently the 
subject of ongoing sound insulation pro- 
cedures and that it was obviously going 
to be necessary to get her commis- 
sioner (me) involved if the job was ever 
going to be done right. Ms. Pobur prom- 
ised to try harder, rather than bother 
me. 

Perhaps, just maybe, after nearly 
four years of persistent badgering and 
constant pressuring, | and my Noise 
Mitigation steering committee members 
are starting to make a difference in how 
the McNamaraAdministration deals with 
local citizens. After all, some homes

and it seemed to those present at the 


Noise Summit meeting that Senator 
“Bennett and Mr. Glaab were pinning 


down the representatives of the McNa- 
mara Administration. 

It's astart. At last. Thank goodness.
